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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-12 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: 

2. With respect to independent claims 1 5 5, 9 and 10 the prior art does not fairly teach the 
limitation of an optical-axis directional indicating apparatus comprising a base rotate able about a first 
axis that passes vertically through the base with a photoreceptor mounted on the base having a light 
receiving surface that is rotate able about a second axis orthogonal to the first axis wherein the light 
receiving surface contains four light receiving elements arranged such that first and third as well as 
second and fourth elements are aligned in respective directions such that the second and fourth 
elements are aligned on the surface in a second direction parallel to the second axis and orthogonal to*, 
the first direction and in combination with all other limitations disclosed in independent claims 1 ,5,9 ^ 
and 10.
